In the interview, Applicant's representative presented arguments 
essentially as set forth in the paper "Reply to Office Action," filed December 2, 
2009. In summary, the arguments were: (1) Onishi does not teach that folding 
actually causes separation; and (2) Onishi does not disclose a cut line in the 
printing layer or ink-receptive layer (i.e., the claimed first layer), rather Onishi 
disclosed the cut line in the substrate layer only. 

The result of the interview was that the Examiner agreed to reconsider the 
outstanding rejections, and in particular, the Examiner indicated that the second 
argument seemed to be well taken.
